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THE SUPPLY OF WOOL. 
Those who have given any attention to the woollen 
manufactures are aware that this, the second great 
industry of the nation, is mainly t upon a large 
and regular supply of cheap foreign wool. Our home 
produce is very considerable, but it is by no means 
sufficient to meet the growing wants of the trade, even for 
the guods consumed at home, much less for the large 
quantity of woullen manufactures exported. Wool is 
now at a higher price than it has stood for some years— 
middle wethers being quoted at 19d., and brokes and 
noils at le. ; while foreign and colonial are high in pro- 
portion. Of about 124 million pounds imported in 1838, 
86 millions, or more than two-thirds, came from our 
own colonies. Australia and New Zealand in the last two 
years have supplied usannually with nearly 53 million 
and of 130 millions in 1859, 82 millions were from 
tish s. Victoria and New South Wales send 
each about 17 million pounds, South Australia eleven 
millions, Tasmania five millions, and New Zealand two 
millions, The av increase in Australia appears to 
be 75 per cent.; but disease, drought, wild dogs, and the 
natives, the demand for the butcher, make heavy 
inroads upon this increase; and the progression is no- 
thing like in the same ratio to what it was formerly. 
There may be exceptions to this decline in New Zealand, 
the new colony of Queen's Land, and in South Australie, 
but in the other colonies adverse influences are at work. 
The decline from the former rapid increase in live 
stock in Australia is evident to everyone who has 
watched the ollicial statistics of the several colonies. 
Thus the number of sheep in New South Wales has 
fallen from 8,602,000 in 1855 to 7,582,000 in 1858 ; and 
in Vietoria from 6,000,000 or 7,000,000 a few years ago, 
to 4,766,022 in 1358, ‘The principal cause assigned tor 
this diminution is the growing demand to supply the 
Melbourne meat markets, 1,000,000 a year being required 
for slaughter. ‘There is also much less attention paid 
to pastoral operations, and a deficiency of shepherds and 
shearers. ‘The Governor-General of New South Wales 
suggests that it is desirable to change the kind of sheep 
substituting, as in England, an animal with a coarser 
fle ce and a heavier carcase for the fine-woolled varieties. 
In 1854, the Cape Colony produced but 84 million lb: . 
of wool, whilst in 1859 she exported upwards of Is 
million Ida, or more than either Victoria and South 
Australia, Still, its sheep-farmers have to contend 
with numerous difficuities—wiid animals, drought, and 
depredations by Kaffirs and Bushmen, besides long and 
expensive transport to shipping ports. Boundless 
tracts in Cape Colony, in the Orange River sovereignty, 
and in Natal, still remain unoccupied, although admira- 
bly adapted to their purposes. With peace on the 
borders, and more farm servants, the progression in 
wool production in South Africa will be immense, and 
soon far exceed the advance already made in a few 
years. The quality of the Cape woul is also yearly im. 
proving, and the sheep-breeders, as we have on former 
vceasions pointed out, have taken great pains to im- 
prove their flocks. Last year there was a decline, how 
ever, of 3 million Ibs. in our receipts of South African 
wool, as compared with 1858. 

The supply of Indian wool has been greatly increasing 
within the last few years. We now receive about 1 
million pounds out of 19 shipped trom Bombay, chiefly 
brought down from Central Asia. Mr. Wray talks very

lately been receiving several million Iba, of coarse woo! 
and there is no reason why the shipments thence. 
as trade with the interior is opened up, should not 
increase. In the United States there are about 
30,000,000 sheep, but the clip of wool is small, searceiy 
averaging more than alba to dibs per head. As the whole of 
the native production is used at home, we have nothing ta 
look for from thence in the raw material, al uow 
and then small shipments have been made to this country 
when the price r high. The Continent ia becoming 
a very extensive customer for foreign woals of all kinds, 
Take even the case of the South American wools, The 
exports of wool have doubled from Buenos Ayres in the 
last five years, but we have not increased our supplies 
from theace, which stand at the same amount now as 
did in 1855. We then received one-sixth of the 

shipments; we now only get one-eleventh part. 
Out of 97,000,000)bs. last year, only about 2,300, lbs. 
came to England, while the Contineat obtained the bulk 
of the remainder, France receiving 6,280,000iba., Bel. 
gium and Holland 9,000,0001bs., and Italy 2,100,000lbs 
while 7,000,000ibs. went to the United States.

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Tur advanced age and exalted position of the Lord 
Primate command attention and respect for any ad- 
vice or counsel he may give. Still, we are Protestants 
and are not inclined to give the power, without the 
name of the Papacy, to any Prelate, however generous 
and exalted. The opinions promulgated under the 
seal of the Primate are the sentiments of John George 
Archbishop of Armagh. As such they command 
respectful attention. They are the results of 
“anxious and careful consideration” on the part of 
the highest officer of the Church of Ireland. 

The letter of Mr. Secretary Cardwell to the Rev. 
II. Verschoyle negatived any hope that the rules of 
the National Board would be relaxed in favour of the 
Church Education Society. As the Church Education 
Society contended for principle, and the National 
Board had its fundamental rules; when both were 
stated to be unchangeable, all that remained was, 
either that the Church should continue in its present 
anomalous position, or that some expedient might be 
found which would entitle Protestants to some share 
in the vast funds lavished on National Education. 
The Church Society instanced the case of convent 
and monastic schools, into which no Protestant child 
could enter, and which received a monetary grant on 
a per-centage of 45,292 children. They asked that 
the same facilities should be given to them as are 
given to these separate schools, and that the 
wealth of the National Board might spare a mite 
for another separate class. ‘This was refused, and 
the Church Education Question remained precisely 
where it stood nine-and-twenty years since. 

Upon this, the Primate, believing that “ otherwise 
“he should not be acting for the best interests of the 
“Church,” endeavoured to settle this long-vexed 
question on the ground of expediency. ‘‘ Ile found” 
he says, “ many of the schools to be in a condition ' 
“ far from , owing to the want of local 
“ fands, the apathy of patrons, and the poverty of in- 
“cumbente.” A considerable number of the society's 
schoola were flourishing, and diffusing the benefits 


tion in their respective localities. Stil, 

“in and where there were few inhabi · 

“tants, the clergy struggled in vain to maintain their 
“schools in efficiency.” It was only for these the Pri- 

mate was required to advise. 

The Primate's plan, then, is, that wherever there 

is a prosperous and flourishing Church School it must 

depend for success on its own resources; but 
wherever a school is impoverished and inefficient, 
there exertions are to be made promptly” to pro- 
cure local aid to “enable the youthful members of 
“the Church to compete with those of other commu- 
‘‘nions in the struggle of life.” But if all expectation 
of procuring funds is hopeless, then it appears to 
the Primate “advisable to seek for aid from the 
“ Commissioners of National Education, rather than 
“allow the children of the Church communion to 
“grow up ina state of ignorance, or expose them to 
“the danger resulting from their resorting to Na- 
“tional Schools under the management of patrons 
* hostile to the Church.” 

The whole question resolves itself into one of ex- 
pediency, or rather of money. Wherever a Church 
School has willing and liberal patrons, it should be 
kept up; for “it is of great importance to the inte- 
“rests of education, and essential to the interests of 
religion, that there should be a class of schools 
“independent of State support, and unshackled by 
“restrictions.” Wherever a school is inefficient, 
there the local patrons are to be called upon to con- 
tribute, so that it may remaina Church School. If 
the parishioners will not, then, and not till then, the 
Primate advises their adhesion to the National Board. 

The Primate eulogises the management of the 
Church Education Society. He advises that no 
alteration should be made in its rales. He will eon- 
tinue to aid it by his contributions, and to guide it 
by hiscounsel. He trusts that the liberality of the 
laity will continue to support it, and that “ the 
„Training Institution in Dublin will be kept up in its 
present admirable order. 

These are the opinions of the Primate of Ireland; 
but, still, they are the opinions of an individual, and, 
as such, are open to criticism or refutation. Some, 
nodoubt, will at once place their inefficient schools 
under the National Board ; but others, let us hope, 
will still venerate the righteous principle for which 
they haveso manfully contended, and, now that all 
hope of a satisfactory compromise is at an end, will 
prove, by the liberality of their contributions, that 
they are lovers of deeds, not words. 


Ipenanp depends for her defence against eithet 
foreign or domestic foes upon her admirable Con- 
stabulary. England, with her depots of Artillery 
her regiments of Infantry and Cavalry, her Coast- 
guards, Marines, and Household Troops, has found 
it necessary to organise her Volunteers. We have 
no force to depend on bnt our Constabulary. Whether 
we regard their numbers, their training, or their 
stature and bodily calibre, they are the Guards of 
Ireland. The rank and file are all picked men and 
the officers are gentlemen by birth, position, and 
education. A gentleman, before he obtains a com- 
mission, must pass a strictly competitive examination. 
He must lodge 450 for contingencies, and ex- 
pend £100 upon his outfit, and perhaps, pass some 
years as a cadet, without emolument. The Con- 
stabulary, in discipline, in appearance, and in its 
duties, is virtually a,part of the Imperial Army. 
The least advantage which its officers are entitled 
to is rank and position as men who hold com- 
missions from the Queen. At present they are 
officers as to their duties, but not officers as to rank. 
They occupy a nondescript position, being neither 
police nor soldiers. While the Army List is crowded 
with the names of Captains, Majors, and Lieutenants 
of Volunteers, attached to companies raised in every 
petty town, no Army List contains the names of the 
Constabulary Officers. They seem to be placed, as 
it were, outside the pale of recognition, though not 
outside the sphere of arduous duty. 

A slight change, entailing no additional charge 
upon the country, would effectually remove the 
causes of diseontent which naturally are felt by the 
officers of the Constabulary. Their positioa should 
be defined, and bona fide rank should be given to 
men who so well merit it. The designations of the 
different grades at present rank them with no known 
force. ‘They are not police. for gentlemen by birth 
and education do not join that description of force ; 
nor are they recognised as a portion of the army. 
Educated men do not love the title of Sub-Inspectors 
or County-inspectors—names more suited to civil 
officers than to military men. Names are of vast 
importance, and it is not wise to disgust spirited 
men by appellations which they cannot like. A Sub- 
Inspector holds the same position in the Constabu- 
lary that a Lieutenant holds in the line. Why, 
then, should he not be styled a Lieutenant of Con- 
stabulary? Why should the commander of a 
certain number of soldiers be called in the one case 
aSub-Inspector, in the other a Lieutenant? 

Every Sub-Inspector should be designated as 
Lieutenant, and should hold that rank not merely 
nominally, but really. After five years’ service he 
should rank as Captain. The First-Class Sub-In 
spector ought to possess the rank and title, as he does 
perform the duties, of a Major. County Inspectors, 
commanding, as they do, a large body of men, should 
be equalised jwith Lieut.-Colonels, and, after five 
years’ service, should rank as Colonels. In case of 
invasion or rebellion, the Constabulary will be 
brigaded, and must maaceuvre with regular troops. 
Their discipline, order, and tactics are precisely 
the same. Why should their officers be compelled 
to bear a designation they dislike, and whieh is not 
calculated to win respect from their brothers in 
arms ? 

We are happy to notice a change which has 
already been productive of great advantage, both to 
the Constabulary and the country. The Stipendiary 
Magistrates threughout the country have recently, 
in many instances, been filled ffom the ranks of Con- 
stabulary Officers. ‘This is a position they are ad- 
mirably fitted for. ‘They know the country and the 
character of the peasantry ; while in the force they 
have learned, by experience, to detect the criminal, 
and to punish crime. Acquainted with the language 
and habits of the country-people, they can detect a 
link in the chain of evidence which the mere civihan 
would pass unnoticed, and, accustomed to the com- 
mand of men, they know best how to dispose of the ir 
forces. 

A change, so slight as to be merely a change of 
name, would remove the Constabulary force from an 
anomalous position. When the force is officered by 
gentlemen—and it is most desirable it should continue 
so—the appellation given by the commission should 
not be such as to create a distaste for so honourable 
a service; nor should they who serve the Queen so 
loyally and faithfully be without the position to 
which their services entitle them.

Ile says of Sir 
Michael Seymour toat, without an adequate object in 
the South, he wasted the most precious season of the 
ear aud lost the opportunity of operations in the North. 
Some of the more zealous of the — party make 
it a further accusation against Michael that he 
acted against the Chinese with a mercy so unseasoned 
by chastisement that it became cruelty to our country- 
meu. It has been complained that when he had stormed 
the Peiho Forts, and had in front of his victorious 
sailors and Marines those very Tartar armies which 
afterwards defended the same ground so much to our 
disaster, he allowed them all to melt away without 
firing a shot among them or giving them any reason to 
dread a future encounter with English troops. 

The Admiral does not deny the delay, but he affirms 
that it did not occur through his default. Ile points to 
his responsibilities as a Christian officer, and avows his 
disinclination to act with severity against enemies who 
had but imperfect means of resistance. If he was not 
in the North, it was because he had no reason to be- 
lieve that he was wanted in the North, or that any 
policy of é¢oercion was there to be pursued. He could 
not fire upon people who were crowding round his 
ships and bringing him off water melons and 
slaughtered bullocks ; — 3 1 did find E 
enein repared to resist m n arms, ie 
— 2 Fatshan, at Canton, and at Taku, 
that there was no want of energy or promptitude 
in the measures he took to quell him. Sir Michael 
Seymour does not, moreover, seek to disguise the fact 
that the policy pursued by Lord Elgin was to his 
great distaste. Sir Michael Seymour and his advisers 
had their own notion of t the English policy towards 
China ought to be, and their own views ot how it ought 
to be pressed. These views were applauded and shared 
by nearly all the merchants in the Chinese ports ; and 
Sir Michael thought, as many at home think, that the 
merchants out there must know what ought to be done 
for commerce better than any one else. It might be a 
somewhat simple and innocent way of looking at 
things—much as if Mr. Gladstone were to consuit the, 
licensed victualiers and the wine merchants about his 
Budget, and fellow their counsels implicitly —but it was 
honestly intended. The Admiral explains that he was 
late at the Peilho, partly because he did not understand 
that he had been with sufficient clearness required to 
go there, and partly because he did not approve the 
policy of going there at all; but he reminds us that when 
he did get up he did hie work thoroughly, and took his 
Ambassador whither he wanted to go. 

This, so far as we can understand them—and we are 
very anxious to hold the balance exactly even between 
the disputants—are the accusations and the defence of 
both parties to the conflict. This is the substance of 
what Sir Michael Seymour asserted some nights since 
in the House of Commons, and of the reply made by 
Lord Elgin on Tuesday night in the House of Lords. 
For justification of these statements each appeals to 
those documents and despatches which the more 
cautious chiets of the Foreign-oflice and the Admiralty 
had hitherto withheld fromthe public, and have care- 
fully excised from the blue-books. When the de- 
sired a are produced they will do little more 
than settle dates. Ve must, perhaps, expect to find 
the diplomatist more skilful of fence in his correspon- 
dence than the sailor; and, as motionsfor is corres- 
pondence have now been made by both parties, we may 
expect to have this whole matter fully elucidated. 80 
far as concerns the justification of the admitted delay, 
we must, of course, postpone any opinion until these 
papers are before us. But there are two points upon 
which the case is already ripe for remark. We think 
that the ic will have great difficulty in following 
Lord his conclusion that any more precipitate 
advance at the Peiho would have given him additional 
diplomatic advantages, or that he would have been more 
powerful at Tien-tsin if he had arrived there in peaceful 
guise, unopposed, than he was when escorted there by 
a victorious equadron, fresh from the achievement of 
battering down the protecting forts of the river and of 
dispersing a picked Tartar — We can quite believe 
that if Lord n had been ableto proceed direct to 
Pekin, and had entered that capital either as friend 
or as foe at the head of a ritish force, he would 
probably have taught the Mandarine of that fossil 
Court a great moral lesson. Having shown them 
that it was possible to get at them, he might for 
ever after have acted on their fears from a distance. 
But Lord Elgin does not, so far as we understand, even 
suggest the possibility of such an adventure as this 
and if this was not lost, nothing was lost. On the 
other hand, it becomes matter for very serious con- 
sideration how far Sir Michael Seymour is justified in 
entertaining and giving effect to an na mho course 
of action when acting with a Plenipotentiary. If the 
rule is not quite clear in such cases, it cannot too soon be 
made quite clear. It won't do for the English people to 
maintain a Foreign-office to fight their own Admiralty, 
or an Admiralty to fight theirown Foreign-office. It wiil 
never answer to send out diplomatists to work the de- 
struction of our fleets, or to send out admirals to 
embroil the policy of our diplomatists. These disputes 
have been, in all ages and at all times, the parents of 
disaster,

The Daily News on the Army Estimates and our Mi- 
litary System :— 


It cannot be said that Mr. Sidney Herbert's speech on 
the Army Estimates leaves us to very satisfactory re- 
flections. lie candidly described them as enormous ; 
indeed, they are the largest military estimates ever pro- 
8 the increase over last yearamounting to 41.600, C00. 
jut he has not touched the real grievance. The plain 
truth is, that the public do not believe they get for their 
money money’s worth. They see enormous sums spent 
upon what Mr. Sidney lierbert pleasantly calls the 
Brains of the Army—in other words, the Staff!—with 
no better results than if the Brains had been Block- 
heads. They sce a complicated system of Purchase 
and Retiring Pensions, with all the evils of re. 
Btricting the selection of officers to rich men on 
the one d, and all the evils of burdening the Exche- 
ge with dead weight on the other. They see the 

ilitia system changed from its original purpose of 
supplying a reserve in time of danger into a means of 
providing a sort of irregular regular army, which 
thwarts the recruiting officer, and costs as much money 
as the regular troops, They. see incompetent officers 
promoted every day, or maintained in lucrative places, 
with the most insolent contempt of public opinion. 
They see year alter year large sums spent upon bat- 
teries and fortifications, the object of which is neither 
explained nor understood by any man—if, indeed, they 
have any olject at alt. In short, so far as the public 
information goes, it is impossible to ascertain whether 
the money voted for the Army produces the results 
which it ought and, more singular still, it is impossi- 
ble to ascertain what Mr. Sidaey Herbert's opinion may 
be upon the subject, 

The first great omission in Mr. Herbert’s speech 
was with respect to the system of Purchase. Is it 
true, or is it not true, that it has become impossible to 
fill up the vacant commissions in the Cavalry? There 
certainly does exist a correspondence u the sub- 
ject between the War-office and the 22 In 
this the ditheulty is not only admitted, but it is 
attributed to the Purchase system. Up to a certain 
period the Treasury firmly refused to add a far- 


— to the pay or advantages of a cavalry officer 
until the Purchase system was dealt with.

told that to change the social rank of the British officer 
would destroy the British Army. Well, itis admitted 
that in consequence of those terrible examinations in the 
elements of education the old class of rich British 
gentlemen will not enter the cavalry. It is to be pre- 
suined that the new regulations will be such as to admit 
slower and poorer class. But, then, what becomes 
of the old theory? le the British Army about to perish 
or was the alleged danger a mere bugbear? If it was, 
let Mr. Sydney Herbert ex whether, the Purchase 
system having confessedly in the Cavalry, imme- 
' po] om not 4 a Put an end to it. 
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though it must be confessed at a somewhat extrava- 
gant rate. Now, why should not the rest of the com- 
munity—the labouring classes—contribute something 
towards the same object? No man doubts their patrio- 
tism, or their stake in the country. They cannot be 
expected to abandon their occupations, but still there 
cannot be the slightest doubt that if some system were 
organised by which the able-bodied men of each county 
could be assembled together for a week or ten days in 
each year for drill, a very important addition might be 
made te the national defences of the country. Alive as 
Mr. Herbert is to the defects of the present Militia sys- 
tem, such a question as this surely — his serious 
attention. 

The only notable change which Mr. Herbert an. 
nounced is in the Staff at headquarters. It seems that 
the chiefs at the War-office and at the Horse Guards 
have been looking back at the history of things, and 
found that two officers held the appointments of 
Quartermaster-General and Adjutant-General, one for 
forty, the other for twenty years. Mr. Herbert has 
been led to reflect “ that a system which left two men 
for such enormous periods of time almost at the head 
of the Armycould not work well. They could know 
nothing of modern service, and must have existed onl 
on the traditions of the time when they entered it.” It 
would have been as wellif this notable discovery had 
been made before the public exchequer was saddled with 
Sir Richard Airey and the Hon. Colonel Gordon for life. 
These officers, it seems, have accepted their present ni” 
pointmenta upon the understanding that they are to hold 
them during their lives. What their claims may origi- 
nally have been to their present lucrative places it is 
idle to discuss at present. Having been condemned by 
the judgment of the public, they were in the face of that 
judgment foisted into the two best places in the Horse 
Guards, And now they are to remain there until the 
Commander-in-Chief and the the Secretary-for-War, 
between them, can find some position for them with 
equal emolument, but it is to be hoped with less power 
to do mischief. When a creditor has written off a bad 
debt he knows the worst, and has done with it; but 
when the public have to deal with a disadvantageous 
appointment they cannot, it seoms, get rid of the no- 
minee, but must content themselves by putting him as 
far as possible out of sight.
